1 . Claims 15,23,34-36,38,39,45,56-61 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to claim 15, the prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious 
a method comprising: "... displaying to a caller one or more connection options ... using 
group scheduling software to determine an appointment schedule of the party to be 
called and modifying the one or more connection options based on the appointment 
schedule of the party to be called, 

With regard to claim 23, the prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious 
a device to provide an interface to a caller comprising machine readable media and a 
programmed processor, wherein the machine-readable media includes instructions 
executable with the programmed processor to "... determine a location of the party to be 
called based on a presence server; modifying one or more options based on the 
location of the party to be called; and generate a web page, the web page including the 
one or more connection options; transmit the web page in response to a second request 
addressed to the Universal Resource Locator." 

With regard to claim 45, the prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious 
a device and a computer readable medium encoded with computer executable 
instructions that when executed are operable to "... receive a second request issued to 
the Universal Resource Locator; determine a location of the party to be called from a 
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presence server; modify one or more connection options based on the location of the 
party to be called; generate a web page, wherein the web page includes the one or 
more connection options; and return the web page in response to the second request." 



Zellner et al. (U.S. Pat No. 6,799,049) discloses a location server and reporting a 
change of location to the called party. Zellner does not disclose a change of location 
that modify an option on a webpage nor displaying such to the calling party. 

Nuutinen (U.S. Pat No. 6,865,681) discloses a location server that tracks location 
information of the called party. Nuutinen does not disclose a change of location that 
modify an option on a webpage nor displaying such to the calling party. 

Kallioniemi et al. (U.S. Pat No. 6,134,316) and (U.S. Pat No. 6,064,887) disclose 
local number portability where a location server detects the location of the called party.
